EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


Under sub-section (3) of section 58 of the Madhya Pradesh Reorganisation Act, 
2000, the assets, rights and liabilities of the erstwhile Madhya Pradesh Warehousing 
Corporation were required to be apportioned between the successor States, in such manner 
as may be agreed among them on dissolution of" the Corporation or if no agreement is 
reached, in such manner as the Central Government may by Order determine. In 
consequence of the same. Central Government had issued an order on 16-01-2007 and 
made it effective from 01-04-2003. Now to give effect to sub-clause 1 of clause 5 and sub¬ 
clause 1 of clause 6, Central Government is issuing the Amendment Order, 2012 to give 

effect to the above provisions of Madhya Pradesh Re-organisation Act, 2000.
